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LINCOLN'S 8TATUE 



Chicago, October 22.— The 
ue of Abraham Lincoln waa unveil 
thia afternoon at Lincoln Park, in the 
presence of a large crowd that had braved 
the chilly wind from the lake and 
assembled to witness the ceremony. 
Shortly before three o'clock the booming 
of cannon startled the assembled multi- 
tude, and aa the sound of the cannon 
died away over the water of Lake Mich- 
, little Abe Lincoln, the son of Rob- 
ert T. Lincoln, stepped up to the base of 
the flag-covered bronze figure of hit 
grandfather and pulled a rope which 
1 the covering. The folds slowly 
loosened and dropped down at the base, 
and the tall, erect figure of Abraham 
Lincoln shone brightly in the sun, which 
struggled through the clouds at that mo- 
ment. A tremendous ahout went up 
from the five thousand people assembled, 
and it was joined a moment later by the 
roar from the cannon. Mr. Thomaa P. 
Withrow, one of the trtrsteesof the Bate* 
fund, out of which the cost of the moa 
a meat was defrayed, formally presented 
the figure to the Lincoln Park Board, and 
Mr. W. 0. Goudy replied in behalf of 
the Board. 

The oration was delivered by the Hon. 
Leonard Swett, whoso intimate political, 
social and domestic relations with tbe 
great President have made him one of 
the best informed men now living on Lin- 
coln'a life. 

A Petrified Salmon. 

Henry Bcnsen, of Hayden Hill, Lassen 
county ha in his po.ssission a speci- 
men of petrified salmon. Tho former 
fleshy part resembles crystalized and va- 
riegated quartz, retaining in part the • 
yellowish color of the salmon, and what 
was formerly the skin of tho fish ia now 
a sort of porcelain or white flint. The 
entire spe imen is of the very hardest of 
quart! in texture. It was found on a 
hillside at about 1,500 feet altitudo from 
the floor of Big Valley, and evidently 
petrified at that point. This would in- 
dicate that salmon inhabited the ancient 
rivera, the beds of which now form strata 
or tbe Sierra Nevada mountains, and in 
which ancient channels lie the rich de- 
posits of California gold. These ancient 
erb Is, aa is well known, are found 
car us heights above tbe sea level, 
rj Id >me places but a few hundred 
feet below the crest of the range, and 
perhaps hundreds ot feet beneath solid 
firm .:, n of mother earth, and running 
entirely Independent ol any present eur 
face formation. To determine with ccr 
taiiity that salmon inhabited these an 
>nt rivers would Is- an interesting fact 
s I! wouln fix at much later date than 
is generally supposed the geological p> , 
iod when, by mighty upheaval, these 
old river courses wore changed and ob 
liberated from the face of the earth.—

"Not Myron Crawford?" tho Cap- 
tain interrupted.

Great relief is 
obtained by conducting off the local 
heat by the wet cloths worn at night, 
and still more by producing an irrita- 
tion on tho surface— by adding mus- 
tard, or, still better and more thor- 
ough and comfortable, cayenne jajp- 
pcr, a thin coat sprinkled on, the 
whole well covered by dry llanncls. 
Hut remember that the real difficulty 
is at tho stomach, and that care of 
that will remove tho disease. The 
same irritation at tho "pit of the 
stomach" will be serviceable. 

Theri hi a moro putrid form, a 
malignant sore throat, or putrid sore, 
in which ulc ration of tin; tonsils may 
occur, which, alter a few attacks, be. 
comes moro or less a habit; snob per- 
sons having a return at almost every 
attack of colds; whilo in such an 
event then; is danger that the inflam- 
mation will tend downwards, if not 
reach the lungs. This form is found 
among tho scrofulous, or those who 
are not careful in tho matter of diet, 
especially the users of pork. lard, too 
much greaso of any kind, those not 
especially cleanly, or tho children of 
such.

It is 
possible to remove the scrofulous taint 
in inheritance, though a persistant ef- 
fort is absolutely needful, a "making 
over new." Let no one suppose that 
an inh.rited disease is incurable, since 
al! diseases are more or leas inherited

Brooklyn, . . —The subject of Dr. 
Talmago's eermon this morning was: "A 
Straight Up-and-Down Religion," and the 
text was Araos vti., v. 8: "And the Lord 
•aid unto me, Amos, what scest thou? and 
1 said, A plumb line." Dr. Talmage said: 
The solid masonry of the world has to me a 
fascination. Walk about some of the tri- 
umphal arches nnd the cathedrals, four or 
six hundred years old, and s<*o them stand 
as erect as when they wore built, walls of 
great height for centuries not bending a 
quarter of an Inch this way or that. So 
greatly honorod wcro the masons who 
buiit these wall* that they were freo 
from taxation, and called "froe" 
masons. The trowel gets most of the 
credit for these buildings, and Its 
clear ringing on stono and brick has 
sounded across the ages. Hut there Is an- 
other Implement of just as much import- 
ance as tho trowel, ninl my text recognizes 
It. Bricklayers and stonemasons and car- 
penters, in tho bunding of walls, uso an 
Instrument made of a cord, at tho end of 
which a lump of lead Is fastened. They 
drop It over the side of the wall, and, as 
the plummet naturally seeks the center of 
grrvity in the earth, tho workman discov- 
ers where tho wall recedes, and whore It 
bulges out, and just what is tho perpen- 
dicular. Our text repreaaata God us stand- 
ing on tho wall i.r character, which tho 
Israelites had built, and In that way meas- 
uring it. "And the Lord said unto mo,

The preaeura to do wrong Is all the 
atronger from tho fact that in our day the 
large bualness houses are .swallowing up 
the smaller— the whales dining on blue- 
fish and minnows. The largo housea 
undersell the small ones because they can 
afford It. They can afford to makenothin?, 
or actually lose, on some styles of goods, 
assured they can mako It up on others. So 
a great dry goods houso goes outside nf fag 
regular line and sells books at cost or less 
than cost, and that swamps the book- 
sellers; or tho dry goods house sells bric- 
a-brac at lowest figure, that swamps the 
smnllerdealer in bric-a-brnc. Ami tho same 
thing goes on in other styles of mcrchan- I 
dlae, and the consequence Is that all 
along the business streets of all our llltoa 
there are morchnnts of small capital who 
are in terrific struggle to keep their hea ls 
above water.
